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INTRODUCTION 


Except where otherwise specified the figures contained herein are based 
on data obtained from the 1933 Census, the Civilian Register of 1943, the Occupation 
Survey of 1945, Annual Censuses of Factory Production and returns from Governmental 
Authorities, together with Monthly Payroll Tax returns lodged by employers (other 
than Commonwealth Government Authorities, religious and benevolent institutions and 
public hospitals) paying more than £20 per week in wages. 


The terms "Employment", "Number Employed", "Employees" and "Wage 
Earners" herein are synonymous with, and relate to, "wage and salary earners" on 
pay-rolls or "in employment" in the latter part of each month as distinct from 
numbers of employees actually working on a specific date. They include persons

EMPLOYMENT JN LARGER PRIVATE FACTORIES 
AND VICTORIA, JANUARY, 1953. 


By joint arrangement between the Secretary of the Department of Labour 
and National Service and the Acting Commonwealth Statistician a regular monthly survey 
of employment in the larger privately-owned factories of New South Wales and Victoria 
was instituted in January, 1952. Practically all private factories with 100 or more 
employees and a large section of those with between 50 and 100 employees were surveyed. 
In total the factories covered in the survey accounted for approximately half the total 
employment in privately-owned factories in both Stetes. A summary of the results to 
date, relating to 1,396 private factories (618 in “ew South Wales and 778 in Victoria) 
is as follows:-

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The trends shown in employment in these larger private factories are 
broadly consonant with those shown in estimates of total private factory employment, 
derived from Pay-Roll Tax Returns, in relevant States, for the periods for which 
comparisons are available. The decline in the estimated total for all private factories 
in the two States combined for the period from January to December, 1952, was 8.1 
per cent., as compared with 11.2 per cent. for the 1,396 factories of the present 
survey. 


An industrial grouping of the numbers of persons employed in the larger 
private factories surveyed, males and females being shown separately, is as follows:-

These figures are to include factory office staff, but are to exclude selling and 


distribution staff". The figures obtained relate to the numbers on the pay-roll as at 
the last pay—day in the month. 


The survey was instituted to provide an earlier indication of trend of 
private factory employment, month by month, than is available from any other source.

NOTES TO TABLES 9 AND 10. 


(a) Refers to estimated employment in factories as defined for the purpose of 
the annual production census, results of which are published annually in 
the Secondary Industries Bulletin. In this connexion, a factory is 
defined as an industrial establishment in which four or more hands are 
employed, or in which power other than hand is used. The employees covered are 
those engaged in manufacturing activities and exclude those engaged in 
selling and distribution, etc. Revision will be necessary in the estimates 
herein as to numbers of employees in factories since June, 1948 within the 

above definition. A new series of returns has been instituted as from 

F January, 1952, which shows the same approximate trend as the figures 
herein since that date. <A survey of the results obtained from this series 
is presented: in Table 11.
